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This is a biographical essay on Jadavji Trikamjl Acarya (1881-1956), a renowned Ayurvedic physician 
(Vaidya) from western India, who edited a number of Sanskrit medical and alchemical texts that are 
still used widely by scholars. In this essay, his editorial activities are dealt more seriously indicating the 
publication details and the obtainment of manuscript sources with an intention to explore his 
connection with other ayurvedic physicians and scholars. All this information related to his editorial 
activities is taken from the forewords (nivedana) of the respective works edited/published by him and 
therefore the sources of such information are not mentioned separately. The biographical information is 
obtained mainly from the biographical notes on him found in the following works:

Confusion Regarding His Name: 

In his publications, we find his name written in different spellings in Roman character. His name is 
written as 4yT -ol IAt f^TTTrfjft 3TPTpj / 421 °S1L<4°S) PiSH'g) 24RI34 (Vaidya Jadavajl TrikamajI Acarya) 
in Marathi and Gujarati. But in Hindi books composed by others the name is often written as ^ 7J 
Hi ->cj-,4-1 x| | ^mi 4 (Vaidya Yadavajl TrikamajI Acarya). It is very common to keep father’s 
given name as one’s middle name among Hindus from western India, especially from Maharashtra, 
Gujarat and Sindh. His middle name is actually his father’s name and Acarya is a surname (upadhi). 
His name is, therefore, rendered into Sanskrit as Acaryopahva Trivikramatmaja Yadavasarman 
(acaryopahvah trivikramatmajah yadavasarma, in nominative case or most commonly, acaryopahvena 
trivikramatmajena yadavasarmana, in instrumental case). Vaidya (physician) is a title which refers to 
his profession. However, in Roman script we find various spellings:

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Writing name in a fixed definite way in Roman character was probably still not in vogue among 
scholars trained through the indigenous method of learning in many parts of India. In this essay, he is 
referred to as Jadavjl. 

Birth, Family & Early Life: 

Jadavjl was bom in 1881 in Porbandar State, Kathiawar (today Gujarat) in a traditional vaidya family. 
His birthday is mentioned as on the 1 st day of a white lunar fortnight in the month of Margaslrsa in 
Vikrama Samvat 1938. This is probably 22 nd November (Tuesday) 1881 CE. 

His forefathers served the kings of Porbandar as royal physicians. His father TrikamjT MordhanjT 
Acarya was also a physician at the court of the Porbandar State. His mother’s name is Manak Bal. 

After being initiated traditionally through receiving the sacred thread (yajnopavTta) Jadavjl started 
learning Sanskrit in Porbandar at Rajaklya Samskrta Pathasala. Pt. Harihar Kalidas Sastrl was his 
teacher. 

His father along with his family moved to Bombay in 1887 or 1888 (Vikrama Samvat 1945) and started 
practising medicine there. Jadavjl schooling took place at Devakarna NanajI Samskrta Pathasala. 
Jadavjl gradually became a scholar through his lessons on Sanskrit literature, grammar etc under the 
tutelage of Pandit Srlvasukhlmjl Baljl, Vyas Ghelaram Mathuradasjl and Sastrl Jlvram Lallu Bhal. 

After his Sanskrit studies, he paid attention to medical studies, his hereditary discipline. He mastered 
Ayurveda from his father and Pandit Gaurlsankarjl Vaidya from Rajasthan. He studied the basics of 
YunanI medicine in Bombay from Hakim RamnarayanjI who was from Prayag (Allahabad) and learnt 
Urdu. He also learnt Bengali and Marathi and read some of the Ayurvedic texts available in these 
languages.(Sharma, 1975, p. 405) 

JadavjI’s father passed away when Jadavjl was only 18 years old. Therefore, he had to take the 
responsibility of supporting his family. He became popular as a successful physician and earned fame 
and money. (Srikantamurthy, 1968, p. 74) His kept his fees low and he even used to provide free 
medicine to poor people. (Vidyalamkar, 1976, p. 630) 

Editorial Activities: 

Since 1899 Jadavjl started publishing various Sanskrit alchemical and medical texts. He also edited 
three Sanskrit treatises on eroticism. He felt the need for authentic and cheap editions of old treatises 
and with this intention he founded the Ayurvedlya Granthamala Trust sometime between 1901 and 
1911.(Srikanthamurthy, 2005, p. 148) Most of these publications, except the larger editions (such as 
editions of Carakasamhita and Susrutasamhita) belong to the book series of Ayurvedlya-Granthamala. 
He gave others to publish some of his editions as well. All of his editions consist of a foreword in 
which Jadavjl briefly discussed issues related to the contents, date and authorship of the texts and 
indicated the sources of manuscripts or printed materials that he used for the editions. His later editions 
of Caraka and Susruta contain extensive introductions. The detail of his publications arranged in a 
chronological manner is as follows:

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Madhavakara’s Madhavanidana with the Madhukosa of Vijayaraksita and Srlkanthadatta: 

This is an important Ayurvedic text composed in 1530 verses. The text is also known as 
Rogaviniscaya. This edition is based on a single manuscript which was in JadavjT’s possession. Jadavjl 
printed it at Nirnaya Sagar Press in 1901.' It has undergone several editions afterwards. 

Kesava’s Siddhamantra with Vopadeva’s Siddhamantraprakasa & Nayayana’s 
Vataghnatvadinirnaya: Siddhamantra and Vataghnatvadinirnaya were Ayurvedic glossaries. This 
edition of the Siddhamantra 1 2 is based on a single manuscript written by SrI-bhagavallala IndrajT from 
Kailas, who wrote it from a commented manuscript preserved in Jyotirvid Srlharikrsna Vemkatarama’s 
collection. SrI-bhagavallala IndrajT passed away before he could publish the text. Jadavjl obtained 
Indrajl’s copy from his disciple Vaidya Srhnurarajl Nathuji. The copy of Vataghnatvadinirnaya is 
provided by Ayurvedacarya Srllaksmlnarayanasvamin, the head of the department of Ayurveda at 
Maharaj Sanskrit College, Jaipur (Jayapura-rajaklya-samskrta-mahavidyalaya, today Government 
Maharaj Acharya Sanskrit College), who was a close friend of Jadavjl. Jadavjl did not published the 
book himself. This book was published by Pandita Srljyestharama MukundajI Sarman from Bombay 
and printed by Harisanna Sakar Apate at Suvarna Mudrayantra, Mumbai in 1909. 

Govinda’s Rasahrdayatantra with Caturbhujamisra’s Mugdhavabodhinl commentary: This is a 
treatise on alchemy in 506 verses. Jadavjl edited it jointly with his friend Vaidya Tryambaka Gurunatha 
Kale as the first book of ‘Ayurvedlya-Granthamala’ series in 1911. 3 This edition is based on three 
manuscripts which were obtained from (1) physician Dr. Garde of Punyapattana (Pune), (2) Devadhara 
of Punyapattana and (3) Dharavadagrama (Dharwad). 

Jadavjl and TryambakjI’s edition was further re-edited by Ayurvedacarya Jayadeva Vidyalankara along 
with notes. This was published by Motilal Banarsi Das at The Bombay Sanskrit Press, Saidmitha 
Street, Lahore in 1927. 4 

Yasodhara’s Rasaprakasasudhakara: This is a treatise on alchemy and iatrochemistry, composed in 
1286 verses. JadavjI’s Rasaprakasasudhakara is the second book of ‘Ayurvedlya-Granthamala’ in 
1911. 5 The edition is based on two manuscripts. One of these was obtained from Jadavji’s uncle Viadya 
Gangadhara Sarman’s collection. The other manuscript was collected from the collection of 


1 Madhavanidana together with the Madhukosa, by Vaidya Jadowji Tricumji Acharya, Nirnaya-sagara Press, 
Bombay, 1901.

Ramapati Misra helped JadavjT in 
editing the text. 

In 1923, this text was again printed with the second edition of the Rasasanketakalika. 

Sodhala’s Gadanigraha (Part 1): This Ayurvedic text is divided into two parts containing 10 sections. 
The first part contained only one khanda, called Prayogakhanda, comprising 2700 verses. (Meulenbeld, 
2000a, p. 215) JadavjT published the first part as the third book of ‘Ayurvedlya-Granthamala’ series in 
1911. 6 This edition is based on two manuscripts which JadavjT obtained from (1) his friend Late Vaidya 
Murarajlsarman and (2) Prasadasarman, the royal physician of the Bundi State. The second manuscript 
contains certain extra readings which were included in the appendix. 

Its second edition was published in 1924 from Tatva-vivechaka Press. 7 

Bhojaraja’s Rajamartanda: This text is a compendium of therapeutic prescriptions composed in 405 
verses. (Meulenbeld, 2000a, p. 161) This edition 8 published in 1912 became the fourth book of the 
‘Ayurvedlya-Granthamala’ series. This edition is based on two manuscripts which were obtained from 
(1) his friend Prasadasarman, the royal physician of the Bundi State and (2) his friend Late Vaidya 
Vinayaka Sadasiva Jambekara from the city of Vatodara (Vadodara). JadavjT printed this edition at 
Nirnaya Sagar Press including Ravana’s NadTparTksa that was edited by Vinayakasannan, son of 
Jyotirvid Padmakara. This became the fifth book of the ‘AyurvedTya-Granthamala’ series. 

In 1924, JadavjT published the second edition and got it printed at Subodhini P. Press by Vaidya 
Bhagvanlal Tribhuvan. 9 This book consisted of the second edition of Rajamartanda, a reprint of 
Ravana’s NadTparTksa that was edited by Vinayakasarman, 10 and the second editions of Kalidasa’s 
Vaidyamanorama and Dharakalpa. 

Govindaraja’s Rasasara & Kayasthacamunda’s Rasasanketakalika: These are alchemical treatises. 
Both are printed together as the sixth 11 and the seventh 12 books of the ‘Ayurvedlya-Granthamala’ series 
in 1912. JadavjT consulted four manuscripts for the edition of Rasasara. These were collected from (1) 
Mysore Palace Library, (2) his friend Vinayaka Sadasiva Jambekara of Vatodarapattana (Vadodara), (3) 
his friend Late Vaidya MurarajTsannan and (4) his friend Vaidya Tryambaka Gurunatha Kale. SrT- 
Vinayaka Padmakara JosT from Amravati and Vaidya Tryambaka Gurunatha Kale helped him to make

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the errata. For the Rasasanketakalika, Jadavji consulted two manuscripts which he obtained from the 
collection of Pt. SrTvidyasagarasarman, the royal physician of Mandl State and Deccan College Library. 
He published the second edition of the Rasasanketakalika along with Rasaprakasasudhakara in 1923. 

Kalidasa’s Vaidyamanorama and Dharakalpa: Kalidasa’s Vaidyamanorama is a concise 
compendium on therapeutics comprising 660 verses and a number of prose passages. (Meulenbeld, 
2000a, p. 182) The Dharakalpa describes in twenty-seven verses a therapeutic procedure called dhara. 
(ibid.) According to Jadavjl Dharakalpa is an anonymous work. However, Meulenbeld assigns its 
authorship to Kalidasa who was also the author of Vaidyamanorama. (ibid.) Jadavjl edited these two 
works were jointly with Brahmashri T. Nilkanth Sharma as the eighth and the ninth books of 
‘Ayurvedlya-Granthamala’ series in 1913. Nilkanth Sharma (BrahmasrI Tevalakatta Muttutu 
Nllakanthasarman) lived at Vinyasapurl (Vetchure) close to Vyaghrapura (Vaikam) in Syanandura 
(Travancore State). He sent Jadavjl his own handwritten Devanagarl copy of the Vaidyamanorama 
along with his own notes consulting various manuscripts available in Malayalam script. Nilkanth 
Sharma also prepared the Devanagarl copy of the Dharakalpa consulting one manuscript of it in 
Malayalam script and sent it to Jadavjl. 

In 1924, Jadavjl published the second editions of these texts together with his second edition of the 
Rajamartanda and the reprint of Ravana’s Nadlparlksa edited by Vinayakasannan from Subodhini R 
Press. 13 

Rasayanakhanda of Nityananda Siddha’s Rasaratnakara: Nityananda’s Rasaratnakara is an 
important treatise on alchemy and iatrochemistry. This text is divided into five sections (khanda) of 
which Rasayanakhanda comprising 951 verses is the fourth one (Meulenbeld, 2000a, p. 653). Jadavjl 
published this Rasayanakhanda as the tenth book of his ‘Ayurvedlya-Granthamala’ series and printed it 
at Nirnaya Sagar Press in 1913. 14 This edition is based on two manuscripts which were obtained from 
his friends (1) Vaidya Damodara Viththala Damanakara of Mumbai and (2) Amrta Vinayaka Jambekara 
of Vatodara (Vadodara). 

In 1939, this edition was further published by Ramacandrasastrin from Chaukhamba Samskrta 
Pustakalaya, Banarasa (Varanasi) as the ninety-fifth book of the Haridas Sanskrit Series. 15 The second 
edition of this Banaras Edition with Hindi explanation was published by Dr. Indradeva TripathI in 1982 
from Chaukhamba Amarabharati Prakasana, Varanasi. 16 

Madhava’s Ayurvedaprakasa: This work is a comprehensive treatise on alchemy in the service of 
medicine consisting of about 1800 verses, mixed with prose, arranged in six chapters. (2A p. 593)

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Jadavjl published it as the eleventh book of his ‘Ayurvedlya-Granthamala’ series and got it printed at 
the Nirnaya-sagar Press in 1913. 17 JadavjT’s edition of the Ayurvedaprakasa is based on (1) an 
incomplete edition done by his friend Vaidya Tryambaka Gurunatha Kale in the journal called 
Bhisagvilasa and two manuscripts which he obtained from the collection of his friends (2) 
Prasadasarman, the royal physician of the Bundi State and (3) Late Vaidya Murarajlsarman. 

In 1924, Jadavjl published its second edition which was printed by Yeshwant Kashinath Padwal at the 
Tatva Vivechaka Press. 18 

Sodhala’s Gadanigraha (Part 2): Jadavjl published the first part of this text in 1911. The second part 
consists of 7354 verses and is divided into nine sections (khanda) while the first part consists of only 
one section. Jadavjl published this second part as the twelfth book of his ‘Ayurvedlya-Granthamala’ 
series and got it printed at the Nirnaya-sagar Press in 1915. 19 This edition is based on two manuscripts 
which Jadavjl obtained from his friends (1) Late Vaidya Murarajlsarman and (2) Prasadasarman, the 
royal physician of the Bundi State. Probably, these are the same manuscripts which he consulted during 
the preparation of its first part. His friend, Vaidya VamanasastrT Datara from Nashik helped him in 
preparing the errata and the list of contents. 

Susrutasamhita with Dalhana’s Nibandhasangraha Commentary: Susrutasamhita is one of the 

oldest and most important texts of Ayurveda, divided into five sections (sthana), with a total of 120 
chapters, and an Uttaratantra in sixty-six chapters. (Meulenbeld, 1999, p. 344) Jadavjl brought out his 
first edition of the Susrutasamhita with Dalhana’s Nibandhasangraha commentary in 1915. 20 The table 
of content of the first edition is prepared by SrTvasudevasarman Panaslkara. The details of the three 
manuscripts consulted for the first edition are as follows: 

(1) Containing Sutrasthana, Nidanasthana, Sarlrasthana and Kalpasthana, obtained from Asiatic 
Society, Calcutta 

(2) Containing Cikitsasthana and Uttaratantra, obtained from Late Pt. Gangadharabhattasarman, the 
royal physician and the professor of Ayurveda at Maharaj Sanskrit College, Jaipur (Jayapura-rajaklya- 
samskrta-mahavidyalaya, today Government Maharaj Acharya Sanskrit College) 

(3) Containing only Uttaratantra, obtained from Prasadasarman, the royal physician of the Bundi State 

Jadavjl prepared the second edition in 1931. Pandurang Jawaji published it from his Nirnaya-sagar 
Press. 21 The nine sources consulted for this edition are as follows:

(8) A complete copy along with Susrutarthasandlpana commentary composed by Kaviraja 
Srlharanacandracakravartin of Kalakatta (Calcutta) 

(9) Sutrasthana (up to 43 rd chapter) along with the commentaries Bhanumatl and Nibandhasangraha 
edited by Mahamahopadhyaya Kaviraja Srlvijayaratnasena and Kaviraja Srlnisikantasena, printed in 
Bengali script 

In its third revised edition 22 published in 1938, Jadavjl included Gayadasa’s Nyayacandrika Panjika on 
the Nidanasthana and a detailed Sanskrit introduction to the text. He edited this edition jointly with 
Narayana Rama Acarya ‘Kavyatlrtha’ of the Nirnaya-sagar Press. Jadavjl edited the text up to the tenth 
chapter of Cikitsasthana and the rest was edited by Narayana Rama Acarya. This edition was published 
by Pandurang Jawaji. 23 The details of the three sources consulted for the third edition are as follows: 

(1) manuscript, containing Sutrasthana, Nidanasthana, Sarlrasthana, Cikitsasthana and Kalpasthana, 
obtained from the collection of his friend Ayurvedacarya Pt. Ramesvarasastrisukla, the royal physician 
at Gwalior 

(2) manuscript, containing Nidanasthana along with Gayadasa’s Nyayacandrikapanjika commentary, 
obtained from the palace library of Bikaner through Ayurvedacarya Pt. Candrasekharasastrin 

(3) A copy (contained up to the ninth chapter of the Cikitsasthana) prepared and sent by Pt. 
Srihemarajasarman, the royal priest of Nepal, out of a old palm leaf manuscript deposited in his 
collection along with some variant readings suggested by Late Ayurvedacarya Pt. Nityanandasannan 
JosI 

This edition was re-edited as the fourth edition with another English introduction by Priya Vrat Sharma 
as the thirty-fourth book of Jaikrishnadas Ayurveda Series from Chaukhambha Orientalia, Varanasi and 
Delhi, in 1980. Apart from the English introduction, this edition is basically a reprint of the third 
edition. Many reprint of this version was produced afterwards.

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In 1939, JadavjT with Pt. Nandkishor Sharma edited the Sutrasthana of the Susrutasamhita along with 
Cakrapanidatta’s BhanumatT commentary. This edition contains a detailed Sanskrit introduction to the 
text by Mahamahopadhyaya Kaviraj Gananath Sen. It was the first book of ShrT Swam! Lakshml Ram 
Trust Series and was printed at the Nirnaya-sagar Press and was published by Pt. Shyamsundar 
Sharma. 24 For the BhanumatT commentary Jadavjl used the 9 th source mentioned above, which he used 
during the second edition of the Susrutasamhita and another complete manuscript (containing only the 
BhanumatT commentary on entire Sutrasthana) which he obtained from the India Office Library, 
London via Bhandarkar Oriental Research Institute, Poona. He used the other sources mentioned above 
for the preparation of the main text. 

In 1945, with the help of JadavjT, Narayan Ram Acharya edited only the text of the Susrutasamhita 
along with various readings, notes and appendix. This was published by SatyabhamabaT Pandurang at 
the Nirnaya-sagar Press. 25 

Madhavanidana together with Vijayaraksita’s Madhukosa and Vacaspati Vaidya’s 
Atankadarpana: In 1905, JadavjT had published Madhavanidana with the commentary Madhukosa 
only. This time, he edited the treatise with another commentary by Vacaspati Vaidya, called 
Atankadarpana, the copy of which he obtained from his friend Vaidya MurarajT Nathubhai’s collection. 
He obtained the copy of Atankadarpana from the collection of his friend Late Vaidya MurarajT 
nathubhaT. 

The commentary Atankadarpana is identical with the Madhukosa at many places. Therefore, in order to 
avoid repetition, JadavjT kept only the extracts from the Atankadarpana which were not found in the 
Madhukosa in the second edition of this text. However, the first edition comprised the full text of the 
Atankadarpana. This edition was published by Pandurang Jawaji in 1920. 

The third 26 and the fifth editions were published by Pandurang Jawaji in 1932 and in 1955 respectively. 
In 1986, this text was published from Chaukhama Orientalia, Varanasi as the sixty-eighth book of the 
Jaikrishnadas Ayurveda Series. 

Ksemasarman’s Ksemakutuhala: This is a work on cookery and dietetics for use at the royal court, 
composed in about 1100 verses arranged in twelve chapters (Utsava). (Meulenbeld, 2000a, p. 255) 
JadavjT edited and published it as the thirteenth book of his ‘AyurvedTya-Granthamala’ series at the 
Nirnaya-sagar Press in 1920. 

Carakasamhita with Cakrapanidatta’s Ayurvedadlpika: The Carakasamhita is extensive and 
authoritative old work on Ayurveda. It consists of 120 chapters (adhyaya), arranged in eight sections

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(sthana). (Meulenbeld, 1999, p. 93) Jadavji prepared the first edition of the Carakasamhita along with 
Ayurvedadlpika and Pandurang Jawaji printed it at his Nirnaya-sagar Press in 1922. 27 

In 1935, Jadavji prepared the second edition which was also published by Pandurang Jawaji. 28 He 
consulted the following sources for preparing the edition: 

(1) manuscript containing Ayurvedadlpika on Sutrasthana, Nidanasthana and Vimanasthana, obtained 
from his friend, Late Vaidya Jayasankara Harajlvana Nathadvaravala 

(2) three manuscripts containing (i) Sarlrasthana with Ayurvedadlpika (almost correct), (ii) seventh to 
fifteenth chapters of Cikitsasthana with Ayurvedadlpika in 35 folios (full of lacunae and some pages 
are tom in the middle) and (iii) full text according to the Kashmir recension (almost correct), obtained 
from Laic hand Research Library of Dayanand Anglo Vedic College, Lahore through Kaviraja Sri 
Surendramohana (B.A.), principal of Dayanand Ayurvedic College, Lahore. 

(3) an erroneous manuscript (containing the whole Ayurvedadlpika except the Cikitsasthana of which 
only two and half initial chapters are contained, obtained from the Tubingen University Library 

(4) an apograph of a manuscript of the Bikaner Palace Library, containing Cikitsasthana (four initial 
chapters and from Kasacikitsa to the end of Cikitsasthana), Kalpasthana and Siddhisthana prepared and 
sent by Bhisagratna Sri Kevalaramasvamin from Bikaner 

(5) two parts of an edition of the Carakasamhita with Ayurvedadlpika by Late Kaviraja Sri 
Harinathavisarada from Calcutta: (1) text up to Indriyasthana, available in his own library and (2) 
initial three chapters of the Cikitsasthana, the entire Kalpasthana, and the initial ten chapters of the 
Siddhisthana, obtained from his friend Vaidyabhusana Pt. Govardhanasarma ChamganI from Nagpur 

(6) entire text with Ayurvedadlpika printed at the Nirnaya-sagar Press, edited by his friend 
Vaidyabhusana Pt. Sri Vamanasastrl Datara of Nashik 

(7) entire text with Gangadhara Kaviratna’s Jagatkalpataru commentary and Cakrapanidatta’s

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in 1941, Jadavjl prepared its third edition that was published by Satyabhamabai Pandurang and was 
printed at the Nirnaya-sagar Press. 29 This third edition was reprinted many times afterwards from 
different places. 

Bhoja’s Rasarajamrganka: This work was edited by Jadavjl in 1923. (Arya, 1984, p. 186, 1984, p. 
126) But I was unable to find its details. 

Kalyanamalla’s Anangaranga, VIrabhadradeva’s Kandarpacudamani and Jyotirisa’s 
Pancasayaka: These are the three texts on eroticism that Jadavjl edited. Manilal Iccharam Desal 
printed them at his Gujarati News press in 1924/1925 (Vikrama Samvat 1981). 

The edition of the Kandarpacudamani is also based on three sources. The first and the third are two 
manuscripts which he obtained from his friend Late Tryambaka Gurunatha Kale and Bhandarkar 
Oriental Research Institute respectively. The second one is a printed copy which was printed at 
Raghurajanagar (Satna) by the order of the Maharaja of Rewa, Srlvenkataramanasimhadeva C. S. I. in 
1908 and was sent from RTvanagara (Rewa) by his friend ValmikTprasadasarman (Valmlki?) who was 
the royal physician of the Rewa State. 

The edition of the Pancasayaka 30 is based on three manuscripts. Two of them were obtained from the 
Bhandarkar Oriental Research Institute, Poona and the third one was obtained from the collection of 
Late Tanasukharama Manasukharama TripathI who prepared composed commentaries on the 
Nagarasarvasva and the Kuttanlmata. 

Bindu’s Rasapaddhati with Mahadeva’s Commentary & Suresvara’s (also called Surapala) 
Lohasarvasva or Lohapaddhati: Rasapaddhati and Lohasarvasva are a short works on alchemy in 
231 and 318 verses respectively. (Meulenbeld, 2000a, pp. 642 & 751) Jadavjl published these two 
works as the fourteenth and the fifteenth books of Jadavji’s ‘Ayurvedlya-Granthamala’ series together 
in a single volume and printed it at the Nirnaya-sagar Press in 1925. 31 The edition of the Rasapaddhati 
is based on three manuscripts. 

Cudamani’s Rasakamadhenu (Part I): Rasakamadhenu is a compilation, based on earlier texts of 
alchemy and iatrochemistry. (Meulenbeld, 2000a, p. 629) It is divided into four sections (pada). Jadavjl 
edited the first three padas 32 which consist of 5566 verses, interspersed with comments in prose and 
printed it at the Nirnaya-sagar Press in 1925. This edition is based on two manuscripts. This became the 
sixteenth book JadavjT’s ‘Ayurvedlya-Granthamala’ series.

1932: Somadeva’s Rasendracudamani: This is an important, systematically arranged treatise on 
alchemy and iatrochemistry. (Meulenbeld, 2000a, p. 705) Jadavjl edited this work but did not publish it 
himself. This work was further edited and annotated by Ayurvedacarya Jayadeva Vidyalankara and was 
published by Motilal Banarsi Das from Lahore in 1932. 

Kasyapasamhita or Vrddhajivaklya Tantra: It is an old Ayurvedic text on pediatrics composed in 
the form of a dialogue between Kasyapa as the teacher and Vrddhajlvaka as his pupil. This text has 
been survived through only two incomplete manuscripts. The first one was discovered by Haraprasada 
SastrT in Kathmandu in 1898 and it contains only a tiny part of the text. (Meulenbeld, 2000a, p. 25) The 
present edition is based on the second manuscript which was also found in Nepal by Pandit Hemraj 
Sarma, the royal priest of Nepal State. Hemraj Sarma could not trace the first manuscript. But a hand¬ 
written copy, a photocopy, and a transcription with notes by P. Cordier are available at the Bibliotheque 
Nationale in Paris.(Meulenbeld, 2000b, p. 30) This text was for the first time edited by Jadavjl jointly 
with Pt. Somanath Sarma of Nepal in 1938 as the first book of Nepal Sanskrit Series. 34 This edition 
includes an extensive introduction by Pandit Hemraj Sarma. Other later editions of this text are based 
on this edition. 

Books Authored: 

Apart from this great editorial job Jadavjl authored four texts on Ayurveda and Rasasastra. The details 
of these works are as follows: 

Siddhayogasangraha 33 : This is a collection of compound formulae in Sanskrit, accompanied by 
explanations in Hindi on their way of preparation, dosage, anupana, and indications. Some parts of the 
work are entirely in Hindi. The work comprises twenty-nine chapters and an appendix.(Meulenbeld, 
2000b, p. 406) This was published in 1943 by Baidyanath Ayurveda Bhavan, Calcutta. 

Dravyagunavijnana: This is a work two parts (purvardha and uttarardha), published in three volumes. 
Volume I (called purvardhah, published in 1945 from Nirnaya-sagar Press, Bombay), partly in Sanskrit, 
partly in Hindi, deals with the basic concepts of pharmacology and explains a large number of technical 
terms; the Sanskrit passages consists of quotations and comments by the author. Volume II (called 
uttarardhe prathamah paribhasakhandah, published in 1947 from Nirnaya-sagar Press, Bombay), in 
Sanskrit and Hindi, is devoted to rules pertaining to the preparation of drugs (paribhasa); the Sanskrit 
passages consist partly of quotations, partly of verses and comments by the author. Volume III (called 
uttarardhasya ausadhadravyavijnanlyo nama dvitlyah khandah, published in 1950 from Nirnaya-sagar 
Press, Bombay), in Hindi, describes the names, properties and actions of numerous medical substances. 

Rasamrta: This is compilation on alchemy and iatrochemistry. The text consists of nine chapters 
(adhyaya) and nine appendices (parisista). (Meulenbeld, 2000a, p. 640) Jadavjl probably wrote this

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book in the last half of the 1920s. This work was published by Motilal Banarsidass from Varanasi in 
1951. This book was written as a text book for the students of Ayurveda. (Arya, 1984, p. 116) 

Ayurvediya Vyadhivijnana: This work, divided into two volumes (purvardha and uttarardha), deals 
with diseases. Both volumes were published from Baidyanath Ayurveda Bhavan, Calcutta in 1954 and 
in 1956 respectively.(Sharma, 1975, p. 406) 36 

Translations: 

JadavjT translated Sasibhusana Sena’s Karmaksetra from Bengali into Gujarati and published it. From 
this Gujarati translation a Hindi translation was made. He made a Gujarati translation of Gananatha 
Sena’s Pratyaksasarlra (Bengali work) by Dr. Balkrishna Amarji Pathak (MBBS) and jointly published 
it with Jugatram Shankar Prasad Bhatt who was the founder of Jhandu Pharmacy. 

Publishing Others’ Works: 

JadavjT also published works authored or edited by other scholars. He published Vamana Ganesa 
DesaT’s Marathi works Osadhisangraha and Bharatiya Rasasastra. 37 He also published 
Vinayakasarman’s editions of Ravana’s Nadlparlksa which constituted the fifth book of his Ayurveda- 
Granthamala in 1912 and in 1924 from Bombay. He published Daljit Sinh’s YunanI Dravyaguna- 
vijnana from Nirnaya-sagar Press in 1949. 

Assisting Other Scholars with Manuscripts: 

An Indian Vaidya house would very likely possess a rich manuscript-collection of important Ayurvedic 
texts. JadavjT had many important Sanskrit manuscripts of alchemy and medical science. He generously 
provided manuscripts to many ayurvedic scholars for their respective works. He gave Sarngadhara’s 
TrisatT to Pt. Jyeshtharamji Mukundji Paniya. This text was published by SrTkrsnadasasresthin from 
Bombay in 1911/1912. 38 

He gave the manuscript of RasaratnapradTpika (or RasaratnapradTpa) to Kaviraj Thakurdattji Multani 
who published the text in 1925/1926 from Lahore. 39 

He gave to the following texts to Vaidya Pt. Hariprapannaji when he was compiling Rasayogasagara, a 
colossal dictionary of Indian alchemy that was published in two volumes in 1927 and in 1930 
respectively: (1) Cikitsaratnabharana (2) Cikitsarahasya (3) Bhaisajyasaramrtasamhita (4) 
Yogasamuccaya (5) RasakankalTya (6) Rasakalpalata (7) Rasakamadhenu (8) Todarananda (9) 
Jiianacandra’s RasakaumudT (10) Rasajnana (11) RasadTpika (12) Rasapaddhati (13) RasapradTpa (14) 
Rasaparijata (15) Rasaratnamanimala (16) RasamuktavalT (17) RasaratnadTpika (18) RasarajalaksmT

He gave the medical texts, Kakacandlsvara’s Kalpatantra and Rasadhyaya along with commentary to 
Ramkrishna Shanna of Chaukhamba. Ramkrishna Sharma edited these texts and these were published 
as the seventy-third and the seventy-ninth books of ‘KasI Samskrta Granthamala’ book series in 1929 
and in 1930 respectively. 

Sometime before 1935, he gave the manuscripts of Vasavarajiya and Vaidyacintamani to 
Vaidyabhusana GovardhanajI ChamganI of Nagpur. (Pratapasimha, 1935, p. 276) 

He provided the manuscript of Anandakanda, an important text on alchemy, that was published in 
instalments in Ayurveda Mahasammelan Patrika. (Meulenbeld, 2000b, p. 619; Sharma, 1975, p. 406) 40 

In 1913, Jadavji received the title ‘Ayurvedamartanda’ (the sun of medical science) in the Mathura 
session of All India Ayurvedic Congress. But he never used any title other than ‘Vaidya’. 

Other Achievements: 

In the first half of twentieth century, Jadavji was a great name in the world of Ayurveda. He was one of 
the members of Government of India’s Chopra Committee (a drug enquiry committee). (Shanna, 1975, 
p. 555) Jadavji’s approach towards medical science was syncretic. He did a great job of connecting 
Ayurvedic physicians through conferences (sambhdsa-parisad ). The second session of this sambhdsa- 
parisad took place from 20 th to 27 th May 1953 in Haridwar and Jadavji was the president of that session. 

He became the president in as many as three sessions of All India Ayurvedic Congress held in Haridwar 
(1925), Gwalior (1932) and Delhi (1950). His contribution behind the education policy in the field of 
Ayurveda is highly acknowledged. 

Teaching and Administrative Work: 

Jadavji was appointed as the first Principal of the Ayurvedic College of Banaras Hindu University by 
Madan Mohan Malavya. The Ayurvedic College was established in 1927. So, he probably became the 
principal during that time. When he was working there he wrote Rasamrta. (Meulenbeld, 2000a, p. 460) 
But due to health related issues he had to return to Mumbai soon. 

Jadavji had a great contribution behind the establishment of Shri Gulabkunwarba Ayurveda 
Mahavidyalaya (now Gujarat Ayurved University) in Jamnagar. He was the first principal there. But he 
ultimately left the college due to internal politics. 

In 1956, he was appointed as the first principal of Post-graduate Centre at Jamnagar by Government of 
India. On his way to Jamnagar to take charge, he died while travelling in the train. (Srikanthamurthy, 
2005, p. 149)
